-The Brief Page 6, Summary of the Claimed Subject Matter states "Claims 84, 103, 105, 109, 112, 114-115, and 119-121 are independent 
and are summarized below. Claims 106, 107, 113, 117 and 118 are dependent and are summarized, below." The description below does 
not summarize claim 107 as stated. Additionally it is noted that the description below summarizes claims 101 and 116, however does not 
mention these claims in the introductory statement. 

-The Brief Page 21 recites "Applicant respectfully submits that claims 84, 85, 103, 104, 105, 106, 107, 108, 109, 112, 113, 114, 115, 116, 
117, 118, 119, 120 and 121 do not stand or fall together, but are seperatly patentable." In the text to follow claims 119-121 are not 
addressed. Under the same section of Brief Page 21, line 15 recites, "claims 1 12, 1 14 and 1 14", this is believed to be a typo. 
Furthermore, it is noted that although the claims may recite different limitations it does not necessarily mean that the claims are seperately 
patentable. 

-The Brief Page 23, Grounds of Rejection fails to mention that claim 108 has been rejected under 1 12 2 nd paragraph.
